HARSHIBS t A Soviet cruiser was observedy^outside the port. It had one mast and one fun- 
nel* The ship had two turrets at the prow and two at the stem, Eaoh had two cannons* 
The cruiser had a greyish color and it was about 10,000 tons* 3-4 RADAHS wore observedl 
on the cruiser* Two destroyers wore o^bserved anchored in port. They were 1,500 tons; 
each. They had one mast and one funnel ,* Other details could not be observed due to 
the distance* 

No armed merchant ships were observed* No special guard laeasiares were observed* .
